NAVY'S WIRELESS PLANTS. 


Line 
Alnnu; Atlantic 
Senhnrd 
to 


Communicate with Wnrnbip*. 


As u result of extensive experiments 


made by the government In the last 
few months it has been decided to dis- 
continue the wireless station at Atlan- 
tic Highlands and to move the station 
now at Montauk Paint to Fire Island, 
In order to make a continuous line of 
service along the Atlantic seaboard to 
communicate with United States war- 
ships, says the New York Herald. 


Experiments have demonstrated that 


sandy ground at Montauk Point Is not 
adapted to the requirements of a wlro 
less station. Messages can be sent more 
easily from the New York navy yard 
to Fire Island than to Montauk Point. 
It has also been positively determined 
that It Is more rtillloult to send mes- 
sages over land than over water, and 
for that reason It In often Impossible 
to connect by wireless with the Mon- 
tauk station from the navy yard be- 
cause of the hills Intervening. 


It Is now practically Impossible to 


send messages from the navy yard to 
Newpprt, where 
the 
North Atlantic 


fleet is maneuvering. 
Messages can, 


however, be transmitted easily to Fire 
Island and thence to Newport. 
Even 


In the most adverse weather this con- 
nection has been made. The Montauk 
station was being established by a Ger- 
man company, but was not accepted by 
the government ponding the outcome 
of experiments. 
The company will 


move the station to Fire Island. 


The navy yard's wlrelesn station Is 


now equivalent to one horse power, and 
the power will be Increased 
fifteen 


times, so that messages may be sent 
direct to the navy department In Wash- 
ington. With these changed the govern- 
ment will have a complete chain of sta- 
tions from Ualveston, Texas, to Maine, 
with fine connections with all navy 
yards and the navy department. Secre- 
tary Bonaparte will then Im able to 
communicate In two or three minutes 
with a ship anywhere within two or 
throe hundred miles of the Atlantic sea- 
board.

HOW MEERSCHAUM IS MINED. 


Where It In Found—Procena of Mak- 


liiw It Into IMiien. 


Despite our familiarity with meer- 


schaum as used In pipes, It Is safe to 
say that lew of us have more than a 
vague Idea of the peculiar properties of 
this substance, or the condition In which 
it occurs in nature, says the Scientific 
American. 
The ancients believed the 


substance to 'be petrified sea 
foam, 


hence the German name meerschaum, 
meaning sea foam; and a very apt 
name It Is, for the mineral Is very 
white and so light that It" will iloat 
when dry. Pieces of meerschaum 'have 
been found floating In the Black Hea 
which were evidently 'washed out of 
their matrix by the waves. This may 
also 'have had Its Influence on the sea- 
foam theory of Its formation. 


Meerschaum is found In best qfiallty 


and most abundant supply 
In Asia 


Minor, though It al.-io occurs In Greece, 
Spain, Moravia and Morocco, and even 
lit this country In South Carolina. The 
richest minor* are on the plains of Kn- 
klshobr, li.'O miles southeast of Con- 
stantinople. One of these mines Is mild 
to lie 1,000 years old and consists of 
about 2,0(10 pits within an area of six 
mllos, all but 150 of which have 1»een 
exhausted. 
The mineral occurs In no- 


dule* or lumps of various and irregular 
sl/os, buried In the alluvial deposit of 
the plain. 
Another mine oomprlnon 


3,000 plt.s, only 100 of which ant hoi/ig 
worked. 


Tlie material U being mined by thn 


Inhabitants nf the surrounding vlilagoH 
and transported In tho rough to 10s- 
klshohr. The meerschaum If soft when 
mined, but soon hardens w)»;n exposed 
to the air. 
For this reason the lumps 


are roughly scraped off at first and then 
laid aside to dry. 
When dry they are 


subjoctod to a thorough Kcraplng and 
cleaning, and are finally waxed and pol- 
ished. The lumps are now norted ac- 
cording to H|/,O in four classes and pack- 
ed in boxes. In this condition the nicer- 
Bfihauin Is shipped to the pipe manufac- 
turers.

SOMETHING ABOUT THOSE FISH. 


Anpliyx/ntlon of F|M|I Worne Thnn 


llollltiK of l/olmlorn. 


The govcrnnuMit hatchery at Glou- 


cester turns millions of cod and halibut 
out Into the llslilng grounds annually, 
but the mackerel take care of them- 
selves. 


Tho cod Is a cold water flsh, and na 


the Arctic currents flowing south hugs 
the New England const they congregate 
there In the winter nnd early Hprlnjg, 
but go to tho Labrador coast nnd the 
Artie regions during tlie summer. 


Godllsh hatched later than April do 


not thrive'on account of the water be- 
ing too warm. 
For thnt reason the 


hatcheries turn their attention to lob- 
ster hatching 'during the spring and 
summer. 


Tho lobster Is n queer sort of fish, but 


growing more nnd more papular, all tho 
time. Just now the demand Is greater 
t'.u:t the Hiip|ily, for which reason the 
government Is hatching and turning 
loose a million or more a day. 


The egjjB of the lobster nro attached 


to*, fche under side of th« body of tlio 
'female, and as they hutch the young 
aro scrolled off by her and net to iuistla 
for .themselves. 


When first hatched they look like 


fluke's of bnrii, or rolled outs, nnd huva 
no fcmhhinco whatever of n lobster. 
They are turned loose nny where on a 
rocky count, or n shallow place. 


If ono of these tiny flnkcs has liu-lc It 


will grow to full slx,o In six years. Rut 
for every one that has hick a thousand 
haven't, but are gobbled up by other 
lobsters or fish. 


As you may know, the bright rod 


color of the lobster y«u see In the mar- 
ket 
IH caused by chucking the living 


lobster Into boiling water or a Hteam 
vat. 


This seems awfully cruel at first, but 


on second thought It Is not nearly MH 
bad as throwing fish out of water and 
allowing them to slowly die by asphyx- 
iation. 
The lobster's death Is sudden 


and painless, while that of Its scaly 
l/rother Is slow, If not painful. 


Scientists tell UH that fish and other 


c'oKi-liloodod creatures are scarcely HOII- 
cllilc of pain at all. 


Hut whether fish may siilYcr or not, 


it Is not pleasant: to sec them f/nsplng 
for breath and struggling to Rot back 
into tho water.—I'lttshiirg Tlmes-Oa- 
wile.

MUMMIES IN ARIZONA. 


They

TreaMure* by SclentlMt*. 


Many persons who hnve an Interest In 


archteology will be surprised to know 
that not all the mummies to be seen in 
museums have been taken from far- 
away tombs of Egypt or other Eastern 
lands. 
Well preserved mummies have 


occasionally been taken from the ruins 
of the cliff dwellers in the mountain 
canyons of Arizona, and also In New 
Mexico and Southern California, says 
the Indianapolis Star. 


These mummies, though poor speci- 


mens of the mummifying art, are con- 
sidered great treasures by scientists be- 
cause they give the anthropologist a 
vague idea of the strange people who 
had the 
earliest civilization on the 


American continent. The best of them 
are almost entirely Ignorant of who 
the Aztecs and Toltecs were, how they 
looked and lived, and why they have 
been so entirely obliterated from the 
face of the earth. 


The reason for his Ignorance Is found 


in the fact that no satisfactory re- 
mains of the dead Aztecs have been 
found. 
These people were erematlon- 


Ists, and they probably burned house- 
hold effects"with the dead, leaving lit- 
tle or nothing for the scientist to build 
a theory upon. 


Frequently a party of explorers to 


the valley of Arizona will come upon 
sealed jars of burned bone dust. 
But 


the mummy which was found by two 
gold mine prospectors In a lonely can- 
yon along the Glla River, In the heart 
of the country once occupied by the 
Aztecs and Toltecs, 'has excited much 
attention. The hollow In the rocks was 
about seven feet deep and four feet 
high. 
It was evidently made for the 


purpose of burial of the body found 
there, for no other mummy has ever 
been found within 100 miles of this 
lonely sepulcher. 


At the rear of the cave the miners 


found what appeared to l>e a chamber 
In the solid granite wall. The mouth of 
the chamber was sealed. 
When the 


foment-like substance was broken away 
ami a flat stone lifted It was found 
that a human mummy was 
within. 


There was a smell of rosin and balsam 
when the miners raised the little body 
which bad lain there for 500, perhaps 
700, years. 
The body was evidently 


that of a child, the offspring of prehis- 
toric royalty. When the covering') had 
Ix-i-n removed It was found that the 
body was that of a girl about 5 years 
of age. 


NAVY'S WIRELESS PLANTS.

Communicate with WarMhin*. 


As u result of extensive experiments 


made by the government in the last 
few months It has been decided to dis- 
continue the wireless station at Atlan- 
tic Highlands and to move the station 
now at Montank I'o'int to Fire Island, 
in order to make a continuous line of 
service along the Atlantic seaboard to 
communicate with United States war- 
ships, says the New York Herald. 


Experiments have demonstrated that 


sandy ground at Montauk Point is not 
adapted to the requirements of a wire 
less station. Messages can be sent more 
easily from the New York navy yard 
to Fire Island than to Montank Point. 
It has also been positively determined 
that it is more difficult to send mes- 
sages over land than over water, and 
for that reason it la often impossible 
to connect by wireless with the Mon- 
tauk station from tbe navy yard be- 
cause of the hills Intervening. 


It Is now practically impossible to 


send messages from the navy yard to 
Newpprt, where 
tbe 
North Atlantic 


fleet is maneuvering. 
Messages can, 


however, IK* transmitted easily to Fire 
Island and thence to Newport. 
Even 


In the most adverse weather this con- 
nection has been made. 
The Montauk 


station was being established by a Ger- 
man company, but was not accepted by 
the government ponding the 
outcome 


of experiments. 
The 
company 
will 


move the station to Fire Island. 


The navy yard's wlrclcsfi station Is 


now equivalent to one horse power, and 
the power will be Increased 
fifteen 


times, so that messages may be sent 
direct to the navy department In Wash- 
Ington. With these changes the govern- 
ment will have a complete chain of sta- 
tions from Galveston, Texas, to Maine, 
with fine connections with all navy 
yards and ih<- navy department. Secre- 
tary Bonaparte will then be able to 
communicate in two or three minutes 
with a ship anywhere within two or 
three h'.mdrcd miles of the Atlantic sea- | 
board.

MEERSCHAUM 
IS MINED. 


Where It Ii» Found—Proceni of Mnlc- 


liiv It Into IMpc*. 


Despite our familiarity with meer- 


schaum a.s used in pipes, It is safe to 
say that lew of us have more than a 
vague Idea of the peculiar properties of 
this substance, or the condition In which 
it occurs in nature, says the Scientific 
American. 
The ancient* believed the 


substance to be petrified sea 
foam, 


hence the German name meerschaum, 
meaning «e:i foam; and a very apt 
name It is, for the mineral Is very 
white and so light that It will iloat 
when dry. Pieces of meerschaum 'have 
been found Moating in the Black sea 
ivhlch were evidently washed out of 
their matrix by the waves. 
Thin may 


also have had Its influence on the sua- 
foam theory of Its formation. 


Meerschaum Is found In best qtiallty 


and most abundant .supply 
In Asia 


Minor, though it also occurs in Greece, 
Spain, Moravia and Morocco, and even 
In tills country In South Carolina. Tin? 
richest mines lire on the plains of K.H 
klshehr, t!,~iO miles southeast of Con- 
stantinople. One of these mines Is said 
to be 1,000 years old and consists of 
about li.000 jilts within an area of six 
miles, all but 100 of which have been 
exhausted. 
The mineral occurs In no- 


dule* or lumps of various and Irregular 
sizes, burled In the alluvial deposit of 
the plain. 
Another mine comprise* 


8,000 pits, only 100 of which are being 
worked. 


Tbe material Is being mined by the 


Inhabitants of the surrounding villages* 
and transported In the rough to Es- 
klslmhr. The meerschaum \? soft when 
mined, but soon harden* wb':n exposed 
to the air. 
For this reason the lumps 


are roughly scraped off at first and then 
laid aside; to dry. 
When dry they are 


subjected" to a thorough wrapii.n arid 
cleaning, and are finally waxed and pol- 
ished. 
The lumps are now Borted ac- 


cording to sl/,<> In four clas.ncs and pack- 
ed In boxes. In this condltl«.n the nicer- 
Kfihaum Is shipped to the pipe manufac- 
turers.
